2005-2006 Federal Duck Stamp

Since 1934, the sales of Federal Duck Stamps
have generated more than $670 million, which
has been used to help purchase or lease over 5.2
million acres of waterfowl habitat in the United
States. These lands are protected in the U.S.
Fish and Wildlife Service’s National Wildlife
Refuge System.

The Southeast Region is home to 128 of
America’s national wildlife refuges. Since 1934,
more than $201 million in Duck Stamp funding
has been used to acquire more than 900,000 acres
of land in the Southeast. Nearly half (59) of the
national wildlife refuges in the Southeast have
benefited from Federal Duck Stamp funding.

Duck Stamp dollars totaling $38.7 million have
purchased more than 45,000 acres at Cache
River National Wildlife Refuge, making
Arkansas the recipient of the most Duck
Stamp funds in the Southeast.

Cache River NWR is not only important
habitat for waterfowl, but is also the
location where the Ivory-billed
Woodpecker was rediscovered
in 2004.
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
